Red Cross Notes 

The Red Cross needs the ready ‘help 
of its members in order to carry out the 
plan of giving to each of our boys abroad 
and at home a present of useful articles 
at Christmas time. The New England 
Division has prepared a list of sug- 
gested articles which experience shows 
are most welcome and from which se- 
leclions may be made. While no at- 
tempt is being made to standardize the 
package, it is desirable to choose only 
from this list. 

It comprises: Playing cards, check- 
ers, wash cloth, talcum powder, coarse 
No. 5 needles, writing pad, shoe laces, 
tooth powder, mouth organ, jews harp, 
1 spool khaki and 1 spool black thread, 
Christmas card, cigarettes, tobacco and 
cigarette paper, chewing gum, box of 
matches, pencil, stamped envelopes, 
tooth brush, hard candy or chocolate, 
baseball, handkerchiefs, one game, bag, 
13x10, to hold these things, made of 
khaki outing flannel or khaki denim, 
or any other serviceable color. 

These articles are to be wrapped in a 
particular kind of bandanna handker- 
chief which can shortly be obtained from 
the local Red Cross headquarters. 
Thousands of these Christmas bags will 
be needed and in order that no soldier 
boy shall be forgotten, Red Cross mem- 
bers are asked not to delay preparing 
them. 


The need for sweaters for the soldiers 
at Ayer and other New England camps 
is so urgent that the manager of the 
New England division of the Red Cross 
has designated Friday, October 12, 
Columbus Day, as ‘Sweater Day” for 
all of New England. At least 20,000 
more sweaters are needed at. Ayer alone, 
to be made sleeveless according to the 
regular Red Cross knitting directions. 
Every woman in New England who can 
knit is urged to complete a sweater by 
that day or earlier if possible, and send 
it in to the local Red Cross organization 
as soon as it is finished. The sweaters 
are then sent to the Supply Service 


headquarters in Boston, and are for- 
warded to the caiips oily on request of 
commanding officers, who distribute 
them. This method prevents duplica- 
tion of giving, and ensures an equitable 
distribution. Unless the women re- 
spond to this appeal, many of our boys 
may be without sweaters these cold 
autumn days.

The new cars are of the convertible pre- 
payment type, with a seating capacity of 
forty-four passengers. The aisles are 
wide and the platform broad. Each car 
costs $8,143. In other words, disre- 
garding operating expenses, wages of 
conductors and motormen, cleaners and 
power, it would require 162,860 pas- 
sengers at five cents each to pay for one 
of them. One feature of the new cars is 


that they are constructed to operate 
with trailers or like two cars trained. 
This has been found a great advantage 
in the large cities during rush hours, 
when thousands of people are trying to 
get to or from their work at practically 
the same time. The trailers practically 
double the capacity of each car. The 
new cars are equipped with all the latest 
safety devices and can not be started 
while the doors are open. If for any 
reason the doors open while the car is 
running, the power is automatically shut 
off, although the air brakes are not 
applied except by the motorman. Into 
these cars the engineers of the Laconia 
Car Company, cooperating with the 
engineers of the Bay State Street Rail- 
way Company, have put their best work. 
After the new cars have been put into 
operation in Lawrence other changes are 
to be made by the company which will 
insure the giving of much better service 
than at present.

Primary Echoes 

The primary on Tuesday will have a 
far-reaching effect on Republican poli- 
tics in Massachusetts, and, in fact, let 
us hope on all politics in Massachusetts 
for some time to come. Based upon an 
almost total absence of issues (the only 
present issue being a false one), a 
}gentleman who has no other claim to 
public office than his desire to hold 
office, butted into the political situa- 
tion which most people supposed was a 
fixed situation for at least the present 
year. 

That any attention at all was given to 
the candidacy of Mr. Cushing was due 
entirely to the fact that the single false 
issue two years previously brought to 
him thirty or forty thousand votes, 
which he expected again, and to the 
further fact that a group of men who 
had been long considered powerful 
factors in party politics in Boston and 
some other sections wanted to get even 
for real or fancied grievances they or 
their friends had suffered at the hands 
of the Governor. Furthermore, two 
years as Chief executive had put the 
responsibility upon Governor McCall to 
play the game from the position of 
carrying the ball, and this carried with it 
the responsibility of putting out of his 
way some of the obstructions that were 
encountered. This meant disappoint- 
ing some people who wanted to hold 
office. It meant vetoing some projects 
that were dear to the hearts of some 
people, and it meant establishing num- 
erous policies for which he had to bear 
the responsibility and which it is always 
easy for some people to criticize. All 
these disgruntled elements were rallied 
to the support of Mr. Cushing either by 
his chosen leaders or by himself per- 
sonally. But all of them failed to 
appreciate that though political bosses 
may propose, the great voting public 
disposes, and in this case, they have 
disposed most effectually of the political 
ambitions of one of the state’s most 
aggressive self-seekers in many a year. 

It is not wise, perhaps, at this time to 
discuss the methods followed by Mr. 
Cushing and his supporters to secure 
voles. But we cannot refrain from 
referring to one instance because it is so 
close at hand and because some Ando- 
ver people were concerned by it. The 
Governor vetoed the Merrimack River 
improvement -proposition upon the 
grounds that the state could not 
afford to bear the enormous expense 
during this period when the world war 
is making its exacting demands. That 
alone was sufficient grounds. He did not 
discuss the merits of the case, and it is 
not necessary to discuss the merits of 
the case at the present time, except to 
call attention to the attitude of Mr. 
Cushing and his followers in entirely 
ignoring the Governor's basis for a veto, 
and insisting that the merits of the case 
showed that he was opposed to the 
project. Tt was not enough for this 
general statement to be made, but upon 
the approval of Mr. Cushing himself in 
a signed circular spread broadcast 
through the Merrimack valley and in 
paid advertisements in some of the 
Merrimack valley newspapers false 


Mr. Cushing’s candidacy saying that he 
was in favor of the improvement and if 
elected would approve the project. 
Any man who is big enough to aspire to 
be the Governor of Massachusetts should 
be too big to lend his approval to such 
mis-statements as were contained in 
that circular, and any man big enough 
to really be Governor, would never 
think of pledging himself on any legis- 
lative matter at all. 

No better illustration could be 
found that the public knows what is 
right and usually does it, than the result 
registered by the voters of the Merri- 
mack valley in Tuesday's primary. By a 
majority of practically 3 to 1, they 
showed that they were three times as 


big as Governor McCall's opponent 
expected them to be, in insisting that 
the enormous problems of the present 
day demand a patriotic attitude that is 
not measured by a single act connected 
with a single local issue. 

The Governor may well be proud of 
the high approval registered by the 
voters of Massachusetts not only for 
him but against the methods and cam- 
paign carried on by his opponent. 

Editorial Clade 

The Andover Guild has been a fix- 
ture among Andover activities for many 
years. Organized as a clearing-house for 
the various movements for charitable 
work and social service, which previous- 
ly had not been well conducted, it 
has answered an increasing need from 
year to year. Like all movements of a 
similar nature, it has had its ups and 
downs, but by and large it measures 
high in its attempt to reach a standard 
of efficient service for community work. 
It is not surprising that difficulties are 
met with in securing funds necessary to 
continue its activities this year, and the

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appeal which has just been sent out by 
the committee emphasizes the serious- 
ness of the situation. The appeal, 
however, should not have for a moment 
recognized the possibility of having this 
work abandoned, and we have a feeling 
that it did not need to have recognized 
even as much as it did the possibility 
of limiting the support very much. An- 
dover.needs the Guild. It needs more 
activities such as it might provide rather 
than less. . It may not be easy to get the 
money required at this time, but we 
believe that aside from the direct ap- 
peals incident to the war itself, there is 
no local activity more deserving than is 
the Guild, and we hope for such a re- 
sponse by Andover people as will lead 
the Guild managers to keep up their 
good work, and privilege them to 
advise the Andover public that they 
are ready and willing to go even farther 
ahead.

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THE PRIMARIES IN ANDOVER 


Andover Voters Give Governor 
McCall a Large Vote on Tuesday. 
Representative Gleason and 
Clerk of Courts Frost 
Winners 


Fine weather brought out a good- 
sized vote in Andover on Tuesday when 
the State primaries were held from 12 
o'clock noon, until 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing. Considering the quietness of the 
pre-election campaigning and the fact 
that other interests were taking up the 
attention of the voters, the vote brought 
out in Andover was a good-sized one, 
especially on the Republican side. In 
all there were 614 ballots cast, divided 
into precincts as follows: Precinet 1— 
Republican 515, Democratic 58; Pre- 
cinct 2—Republican 32, Democratic 9. 

Governor McCall as usual received a 
handsome endorsement here, leading his 
opponent, Grafton D. Cushing, by 385 
votes. The vote stood 455 for McCall 
and 70 for Cushing. Representative 
Gleason, Attorney General Attwill, Aud- 
itor Alonzo B. Cook, and Clerk of Courts 
Archie B. Frost were all given large 
votes. Mr. Gleason won the nomina- 
tion in the contest with Peter Holt of 
North Andover, this being the former's 
third successful contest for that honor. 
He led Mr. Holt in both precincts by 
332 votes. He also carried Middleton 
by 32 to 12 votes and was defeated in 
North Andover by only 70 votes. 

Mr. Frost received a handsome en- 
dorsement by his friends in town, win- 
ning over .his nearest competitor, A. 
Franklin Priest, by 434 votes to 49. 

Dr. E. C. Conroy, by use of the 
sticker system, received the Democratic 
nomination for senator and will oppose 
the present incumbent, James R. Tetler 
of Methuen. John Traynor, by receiv- 
ing five voles becomes the Democratic 
nominee for representative against Mr. 
Gleason. 

Owing to the use of the separate 
ballot system the work of the counters 
was simplified and the result was an- 
nounced shortly before 11 o'clock. The

It adhered to the knife when the loaf was 
cut through. This bread has a purgative 
effect. This is the reason why it cannot 
be consumed continuously. It is 
thought possible that the prevalence of 
contagious dysentery is partly due to the 
use of war bread. 

Dysentery is extremely widespread. 
Persons suffering from serious attacks 
are sometimes allowed by medical or- 
ders a few pounds of white flour instead 


of war bread. The consumption of cab- 
bage and kohlrabi, which was universal 
last winter, has likewise had a disastrous 
effect on the health of the population. 
The cause of this is not known, but 
the fact is undoubted. Infant mortality 
amounts to about 50 per cent of the 
newly born. Old people with but slight 
owers of resistance, are dying off rapid- 
y. The supplies of food available for the 
mass of the population are wholly in- 


adequate and the result is a declining 
vitality. There is plenty of food to be 
obtained, however, by people who are 
able to pay. I stayed at. a friend’s house 
in the country district where many small 
farmers obtain good results from pro- 
ductive soil. My friends sometimes 
bought whole calves in the night time un- 
observed. They sent thé servant girl to 
her family which lives on a small farm

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(c) The child soon learns to mar- 
vel at the wonder and the power of na- 
ture and her laws. Science and math- 
ematics must be unfolded to him. 


“(d) The world is a beautiful place 
to live. There are wondrous colors to 
please the eye and entrancing sounds 
to charm the ear. The inheritance of 
the beautiful and the aesthetic must 
be appreciated if entire living is to be 
the child’s full proportion. 

Social, literary, scientific, aesthetic 
truths and inheritances—shall we stop 
here? Is there nothing more to which 
the child has right? Sad indeed it is 
to realize that many, many educators 
of youth consider their obligations 
fulfilled in the presentation, oft and 
skillful, of these four inheritances. 


“But we Catholics in our faith know 
full well that all these wonders of na- 
ture and of man were gross and cheap 
indeed if the knowledge of religion 
and religious truth were denied us. 
Catholics glory in the realization of the 
fact that God, Creator Omnipotent, has 
spoken to His people. He has told 
them of Himself, of His divine attri- 
butes, of His wonderful purposes in 
creating the world and man. If we are 
to know what life really is, we must 
know the word of God. To attempt to 
educate without the teaching of relig- 
ious truth is to leave the responsi- 
bility untouched in its essential. The 
child thus educated is deprived of his 
richest, noblest inheritance; he is left 
to grope his way through life in the dim 
half light of human reason and human 
experience. 

“We Catholics are in full possession 
of the truth. We have definite relig- 
ious facts to impart in the educational 
process. What God has said, what God 
has given, these are our treasures, 
preserved by a divinely founded, di- 
vinely guided teaching church and they 
give life and light to every form and 
kind of human knowledge. 

“(1) Perfect social relations are 
maintained between men only when 
they are constructed on the ideals pre- 
sented by revealed truth. Home life 
must be built on the model of Naza- 
reth, where children obey because the 
authority of the parent enjoys the 
sanction of heaven. The state and na- 
tion is loved and respected because it 
is the preserver and defender of our 
rights and because in the assignment of 
duties it speaks with the voice of God. 

“(2) True science is but the revela- 
tion of the infinite wisdom of God in 
the perfection of nature’s laws and 
processes. 

(3) History and literature recount 
the story of God’s dealings with men. 
Every page is evidence of His Provi- 
dence in safeguarding men’s highest 
interest. By chastisement and suffer- 
ing, God reminds His creatures of 
their irreverence and sins. 

“(4) The beauty of the earth and 
heaven is only truly appreciated when 
it becomes the vision of the magnifi- 
cence of God, for the heavens proclaim 
the glory of God. 

“Thus do I say, my dear brethren, 
that the inheritance of religious truth 
is most priceless and precious in it- 
self and it exerts an all pervading, all 
permeating influence in every form of 
human knowledge. God is truth and 
from this radiant centre comes all the 
learning that is for man’s complete de- 
velopment. and growth. If we ignore 
the Centre and the Source, we are as 
foolish travellers who rush madly here 
and there with no fixed plan of their 
journey’s destination.” 

Dr. Hickey read a clipping from a 
newspaper of September 22, 1917, an ac- 
count-of a conference of non-Catholic 
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prehensive view of education leads us 
quickly and easily to a conclusion in- 
evitable in this consideration. 


“Students of childhood have com- 
pared the mind of a child to a garden. 
It is a fertile spot where trees of know- 
ledge and flowers of virtue are planted 
and flourish. To secure rich fruits in 
this garden, care, faithful, persistent, 
must be employed. This care must be 
intelligent care; it must consider the 
nature of the various seeds to be im- 
planted in order that the desired fruits 
of the cultivation may be generous and 
gratifying. Men do not plant oaks in 
gardens prepared for roses. If the 
child’s mind is to be made receptive 
for religious truth, it is the school 
which must perform the task of prep- 
aration. If you refuse to plant seed 
of God’s doctrine during five active 
days of the child’s life; if you give 
exclusive attention to the implanting 
of knowledge, purely secular in con- 
tent and purpose, with the least refer- 
ence to its divine source, how can you 
hope for a faithful reception of this 
seed of divine truth on one brief hour 
on one single day of the week? It is 
absurd to imagine that the mind and 
heart of a young child can grow in full 
love and appreciation of the truths of 
heaven when these truths are not part 
and parcel of his daily mental train- 
ing. There is no comparison, scientific 
or practical, between the method of 


the Sunday school and the system of 


daily religious instruction. 

“By the very sublimity and import- 
ance and value of religious truth, by 
the very structure and nature of the 
child’s mind, the Catholic church has 
been compelled to build and to main- 
tain schools where religious thoughts 
may become the central interest of the 
child and take a normal, secure place 
in his growth and development. 

“The method of instruction in re- 
ligious truth and in training for those 
virtues which are the flower of divine 
knowledge is perfect in detail in our 
parochial schools. Catholic educators 
do not measure their efforts in this 
direction by the comparatively brief 
time given each week to the teaching 
of Christian doctrine. The religious 
atmosphere of the school, the crucifix, 
the pictures symbolic of religious 
mystery, the prayers, the frequent 
and devout reception of the sacre- 
ments, the inspiring personality of 
our religious teachers—these sre the 
effective elements in work of lead- 
ing little ones to an enthusiasm for 
the good things of God. 

“I wonder if we Catholics are ever 
sufficiently conscious of our debt to 
our religious teachers. I wonder if we 
are really appreciative of the extent and 
value of these sacrifices. Inspired by 
an intense loyalty to their faith, im- 
pelled by an all consuming charity, 
these heroic men and women cheer- 
fully give up all things to the service 
of Christian education. The Catholic 
school is blessed beyond all schools. 
It glories in the devotion of a teach- 
ing staff which in its individual mem- 
bers is a concrete embodiment of 
those high ideals and purposes for 
which. the system exists and labors. 

““We have declared that schools are 
built to protect eternal truth and to 
mold successfully into the lives and 
characters of little children. Devo- 
tion to God, self-sacrifice, earnestness 
of purpose, fidelity to duty, these and 
countless other virtues, shine in the 
children’s presence every day. Can 
we with words express and measure 
this blessed influence? Can we with 
human minds encompass the service 
of eternal value which the religious

word that comes from the mouth of 
God. The church has ever been. the 
foundress of schools, colleges and 
universities for she must in her divine 
mission secure the growth and de- 
velopment of her children unto God. 
She instructs and trains their minds 
carefully and well. All suspicion and 
distrust to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing, it can be said without pride or 
boast that the training given in Catho- 
lic colleges and schools is of first quality 
and character. Our schools have long 
since outgrown the weaknesses of their 
infancy. To-day by unsought comment 
of honest observers they are recognized 
as of excellent rank and achievement. 


“But the church is not satisfied with 
mere intellectual attainments. She is 
concerned with moral and spiritual 
growth and perfection. Her purpose 
is to prepare souls for heaven, in the 
fulfillment of man’s highest destiny. 
Nothing that makes souls nobler, 
finer, purer is foreign to her purpose 
and her labor. By right divine, these 
souls are in her care and she must 
urge them to their sternest effort. in 
the attainment of the ideals set high 
before men by the Divine Founder of 
Christianity.

“The ceremony of this blessed day 
will be a long and holy memory. When 
the activities of him who planned and 
those who labor now have long since 
ceased, this school will continue its 
work for God. Generations of Catholic 
children will eat here of the bread of 
life and drink of the milk of truth. Here 
they will learn to walk in that which is 
good. Leaving here they will walk in 
the ways of their hearts—ways crowded 
with devoted service to home, church 
and nation—ways which lead to the 
fulfillment of the purpose of true edu- 
cation—the final achievement of man’s 
full dignity and destiny in the glori- 
ous eternal vision of His Father who 
is in Heaven.” : 

The singing of “Holy God, We 
Praise Thy Name” by the vast con- 
gregation, brought to a close the ex- 
ercises, which marked a red letter 
day in the history of Catholicism in 
Andover. 

The new school will be finished and 
ready for occupancy January, 1918, 
and will be a substantial addition to 
the educational institutions of the 
town. The supervising architect is 
John Broadhurst of Lawrence, who 
is looking after every detail for a perfect 
building. 


HISTORY OF THE SCHOOL 

The ConV¥ént was formerly the large 
fourteen-room residence of Horace Tyer. 
It is situated in one of the most pictur- 
esque parts of town, at the corner of 
Central and Chestnut streets, about 
three minutes walk from the parish 
church. It was purchased by Rev. F. S. 
Riordan, O. S. A. in October 1913, and in 
the early spring was remodelled for 
school and convent purposes. 

On September 3, 1914, the Sisters of 
Notre Dame were installed as teachers. 
Historic Andover, long famed forits edu- 
cational establishments, could now boast 
of another seat of learning, small it is 
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true, but firm as the rock of Peter on 
which it was built. 

Early on the morning of September 8, 
the little ones assembled at the church, 
where Holy Mass was offered, to beg 
God’s blessing on an undertaking which 
affects, not only the welfare of individ- 
uals, but of the State. After Mass, 
each child received an American flag. 
With colors flying the little ones pro- 
ceeded to the school where eighty-three 
were registered in the first three grades. 

The numbers continued to increase, 
so that now, the present class-rooms are 
taxed to their utmost capacity. Des- 
pite the troublous times it was. found 
absolutely necessary to erect a building 
which could accommodate the rapidly 
growing classes. With eager heart and 
willing hand, the zealous pastor set to 
work, ably assisted by his noble, gen- 
erous people. 

May 25, 1917, saw the stakes laid for 
the new school, Three days later, 
May 28, at ten o’clock, the pastor, as- 
sisted by Fathers Donovan and Fogarty, 
and surrounded by their little flock, 
turned the first sod, with blessing and 
prayer. The children sang “America,” 
and ‘‘The Cross and The Flag.” 

During the summer months rapid 
progress has been made on the new 
building, so that on September 23, the
